The writers of the Bible are par¬ 
ticularly insistent that we all give 
'thanks to the Lord for His creation, 
for His provident care, for redemp¬ 
tion in Jesus Christ, and for our 
fellowmen. These broad categories 
do not actually include all of the 
gifts for which we are urged to give 
thanks, but they are sufficient to 
indicate to us that gratitude ought 
to be the primary motivating force 
in the lives of human beings. 

The President of the United States 
in his proclamation to the nation in¬ 
dicates to all American citizens that 
we ought humbly to bow before God 
to offer our thanks for His goodness 
to His servants. In the reading of 
history it is apparent that it is 
characteristically human to forget to 
be grateful for gifts which have been 
bestowed upon one generation after 
the other. Reasons for this are not 
difficult to find in Holy Scripture. 
The human heart is frail, and man 
does not willingly admit that his 
good life is not a fruit of his own 
powers. God is the source of all 
things, and our co-workers are also 
used to help each one of us. No 
person can ever be called a self- 
made man. No nation, as we have 
recently learned, can continue to 
live in isolation. There is an inter¬ 
dependence one upon the other, and 
ultimately upon God, who is the 
creator of all things. 

To properly give thanks to God 
for His care, love, and mercy, we 
meet together for worship where we 
express our gratitude privately and 
corporately. We use and appropriate 
God’s gifts by being responsible 
stewards of His kindness toward us. 
Imagine that a good friend has given 
you a gift for which you expressed 
your gratitude. Let us imagine that 


you never used the gift which you 
received. You set it aside in the 
attic or hid it in the closet. The 
giver would never assume from your 
action that you really were grateful. 
Similarly our gratitude to God and 
our fellowmen must be expressed in 
proper use and stewardship of the 
gifts which we have received. 
Thanksgiving is thus both a time to 
worship and give thanks, but also a 
time to review our lives and try to 
determine if we are responsible 
stewards for the gifts that we have 
received.

The above picture shows our four 
synodical delegates to the United 
Lutheran Church Convention in 
Harrisburg, October 10th-17th, chat¬ 
ting with Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, 
president of the ULC. All four dele¬ 
gates are unanimous that this con¬ 
vention was one of the greatest ex¬ 
periences of their life-time. It gave 
each of us a deep sense of joy to 
realize that we as individuals, and 
as congregations, and as a synod, are 
part of th sigreat church body which 
we call the United Lutheran Church 
in America with its 2,270,000 mem¬ 
bers. We were a part of the 700 
official delegates who represented 
almost 5,000 congregations found in 
eight of the ten provinces of Canada, 
and 46 of the 48 States of the United 
States. 

Perhaps one of the most stimulat¬ 
ing experiences of the convention 
was to sit under the brilliant leader¬ 
ship of our president, Dr. Fry. He 
guided the multitudinous details of 


the many important issues under 
discussion with clarity and expedi¬ 
ency. He was re-elected to another 
six-year term. 

Reports from the various Boards 
and Agencies of the Church were 
often dramatically presented such as 
the report of the Board of Foreign 
Missions. The Board had gathered 
together over 25 of its missionaries 
in seven foreign fields overseas to 
give a first-hand account of our 
work.. 

Delegates were thrilled to hear 
from the Board of American Missions 
that by the end of 1956, 80 new home 
mission congregations would have 
been organized under their auspices. 
(St. Stephen’s of our synod, one of 
them.) But to continue this strong 
advance in 1957 and 1958 men and 
money are desperately needed. 

Long discussions were held on the 
matter of pensions for retiring 
pastors. A minimum of $900.00 per

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CORNERSTONE LAID FOR ADDITION TO BETEL 



Progress made on the new addition to “BETEL" to November 15, 1956 


Premier Douglas M. Campbell of¬ 
ficiated on Sunday, November 18, 
1956, at the laying of the corner¬ 
stone of the addition to the present 
Betel Home for the Aged, at Gimli, 
Manitoba. 

This was the second ceremony 
since actual construction was com¬ 
menced of the new addition. On 
Sunday, September 23, the turning 
of the first sod ceremony took place. 
Present among others were: Mayor 
Barney Egilson, chairman of the 
Special Building Committee of six 
members, who turned the sod; Frank 
Lount, the building contractor; 
Sveinn Bjarnason, superintendent of 
construction; Rev. B. Fridriksson, at 
that time Lutheran Pastor in Gimli; 
Dr. G. Johnson of Gimli; and Mrs. 
Augusta Tallman, Matron of Betel. 

Over 300 people attended the 
cornerstone ceremony, which was in 
the hands of Dr. P. H. T. Thorlakson, 
Chairman of the Betel Committee. 
Hon. Robert W. Bend, who was 
Minister of Health when plans were 
made for the financing of the addi¬ 
tion, delivered the main address. 
Mayor Barney Egilson extended 
greetings. Dr. V. J. Eylands, Presi¬ 


dent of the Icelandic Lutheran 
Synod, and Rev. P. M. Peturson, a 
member of the general advisory com¬ 
mittee, spoke briefly and Rev. S. 
Olafson of Selkirk, a strong sup¬ 
porter of Betel for many years, gave 
the benediction. 

In his address Mr. Bend traced the 
steps leading to the arrangement 
which made the financing of the 
building possible. The total cost is 
$180,000.00 of which the province is 
contributing $42,500. This is in ac¬ 
cordance with a plan laid down by 
the provincial government in 1955, 
whereby grants are made to new 
buildings of this kind on a per-room 
basis. 

Before assisting in laying the 
heavy cornerstone the Premier of 
Manitoba paid tribute to the pioneers 
who, through their sacrifice, built 
up the district and made possible the 
erection of a sunset home for others 
who are following in their footsteps. 

The total amount subscribed at the 
time the cornerstone was laid was 
approximately $110,000.00, leaving a 
balance of $70,000.00 still to be 
raised.

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CANADIAN LUTHERAN WORLD RELIEF 

Pastor J. Fredriksson, Synod Representative 


May we remind the congregations 
of Synod of our responsibility on 
on behalf of the Canadian Lutheran 
World Relief? Our quota for 1956 is 
$3,881.27, and by the end of Septem¬ 
ber was had contributed only 
$417.88! What are we going to do 
about it? 

The need is desperate. The news¬ 
paper headlines remind us of this 
need every day. Christ taught us in 
the parable of “The Good Samari¬ 
tan” that people in need are our 
neighbors, and that we are respons¬ 
ible for their relief. 

The following information has just 
come to hand from Headquarters— 
“Canadian Lutheran World Relief 
has been advised concerning the 
situation in Hungary from the stand¬ 
point of material supplies needed. 
After urgent cable information re¬ 
ceived November 1st from the Luth¬ 
eran World Federation in Geneva, 
$1,000.00 was cabled overseas to pur¬ 
chase bed linens, blankets, under¬ 
wear, shirts and other necessary 
material supplies. One truck convoy 
of foodstuufs entered western Hun¬ 
gary on October 31st and another 
will leave on Saturday for Budapest. 
The first Lutheran Distribution 
Center in Hungary has already been 
established. 

The reports we have received in¬ 
dicate pitiful material conditions in 
the homes of workers and pastors. 
Help is urgently needed. We are 
awaiting information as to our future 
role in meeting the situation in 
Hungary.” 

Reports of tragic conditions come 
to us also from Syria. We quote in 
part—“Visit with us the refugees on 
the shores of Lake Tiberias. This 
region is sacred to us by the memory 
of many miracles wrought by Christ 
in His day on earth. Today the 
beauty of the place is marred by the 
unholy rivalries which have made 
the possession of this lake an object 
of bitter contest between hostile na¬ 
tions. The refugees living there are 
said to be the poorest in the land. 
There is no work for them to do. 


They are restricted in their move¬ 
ments and practically isolated from 
the rest of the world. Do not ask 
about their living conditions, for we 
promised not to describe them to 
you. When we were there, one of 
the chiefs said, ‘Please do not tell 
your people how we live, because it 
is a disgrace to humanity. We would 
feel so ashamed if the world knew 
about these conditions. But could 
you not provide us with some 
blankets for the winter months?’ 

There are about 5,000 refugees 
living in this area. I hope we shall 
be able to obtain blankets for them 
somehow from somewhere.” 

Your Headquarters for Canadian 
Lutheran World Relief is 308 Ken¬ 
nedy Street, Winnipeg, Manitoba. 
Let us of the Icelandic Synod make 
a substantial Christmas Gift to these 
suffering neighbors of ours who so 
desperately need a helping hand 
from our land of plenty. Coming 
forward with our quota should be 
our answer to this distressing need.

annum was set for pastors retiring 
now and who have not had oppor¬ 
tunity to participate in the Contri¬ 
butory Pension Plan. 

The Board of Higher Education 
reported that about 360 pastors are 


needed for our ULCA at once. More 
will be needed despite increased en¬ 
rollments at seminaries because of 
the growing number of retirements 
and the many new congregations 
being organized. Synods were re¬ 
quested to “recruit” men for the 
ministry. 

Two actions indicated the trend 
toward larger Lutheran merger: The 
Board of Parish Education( Sunday 
Schools, etc.) recommended that 
they would join with the other Luth¬ 
eran bodies of the National Lutheran 
Council to prepare integrated parish 
educational materials. Their recom¬ 
mendation was adopted. A 13- 
member commission, consisting of 
four synod presidents named by the 
Erecutive Board, will seek a merger 
with other Lutheran Church bodies 
in the United States and Canada. 

As in the past, the Board of Social 
Missions will continue to stress 
Evangelism and no special Board 
will be formed for this porgram at 
this time. However, the Evangelism 
Mission program, with a full-time 
staff of directors, will continue its 
operations until 1960. Emphasis is 
now being laid to guide congrega¬ 
tions in a “Year-Around” evangel¬ 
ism effort locally. 

There was heated argument re¬ 
garding segregation, but in essence, 
the delegates approved a statement 
that racial segregation in congrega¬ 
tions or schools violates Christian 
principle. 

Another subject which caused 
much discussion was the one on 
marriage and family life. The dele¬ 
gates approved planned parenthood 
and the remarriage of divorced 
people who repent of their past fail¬ 
ures, give evidence of Christian 
faith, and have received “adequate 
counsel and training in preparation 
for marriage.” 

Because of the crying needs for 
funds for a growing Church pro¬ 
gram, it was voted to bring the 1958 
budget up to $15 million and call 
upon ULC congregations for “double 
apportionment” for that year, our 
40th anniversary. 

Two of the special social features 
of the Convention were: the Luther¬ 
an Laymen’s Banquet attended by 
over 2,500 all seated for dinner at 
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the same time in one building. 
Speaker was Judge Luther Young- 
dahl. The Sunday afternoon pageant 
of the Board of American Missions 
at Hershey Stadium with over 12,000 
Lutherans under one roof together. 
The pageant dramatized the organiz¬ 
ing of a new mission congregation 
and our delegates were especially 
thrilled that the name chosen for the 
mission was “St. Stephen’s!”

Should there be any error in the number of members allocated to your 
particular parish you are being allowed thirty days in which to record an 
objection to your assessment. Any request for adjustment should be accom¬ 
panied by a detailed report on the reasons for any changes. 
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Our record as a Synod of our contribution to the greater work of the 
Church is something of which none of us can be proud. While there are a 
few congregations which are giving evidence of their responsibility, there 
are too many of us who are not. It is not a coincidence that the congregations 
with the best pro rata rating are all congregations receiving mission aid. 
It is natural that these people are fully aware of the work being done, and 
needing to be done, by these funds. Let me assure you the need is great. 

We have all heard and used the phrase “it is more blessed to give than 
to receive.” Let us apply this to our Christian givings. The monies we con¬ 
tribute to our local parishes for General Fund-Current Expenses, Administra¬ 
tion, etc., are monies we have, in fact, given ourselves. If we feel that we 
have satisfied our Christian responsibilities at this stage we are assuming 
a very un-Christia attitude. We have given only what we have received. 

It must follow that the “blessed” in the quotation is directed to those 
who give without measuring it for material return. This is “Benevolence” 
giving. This is Christian giving directed by FAITH and to be a matter 
between the giver and his GOD. 

There were some at the Synodical Convention who felt Benevolence 
giving had not been properly explained to their congregations. Providing 
them with an opportunity to read this report may make the need and their 
responsibility more clear.
